We have 
jut now an extraordinary Piece of News, which we 
with may provetrue ; viz. That the Spanifh Forces have 
at laft received Orders to quit our Territories, and to 
take Winter-Quarters in the Duchy of Mafla-Carrara ; 
but the Advices we have from Bologna do not feem to 
give much Countenance to this Piece of Intelligence, and 
therefore we fufpend our Belief for the prefent. 

Vienna, Nov. 7. Our Court has been follicited from 
various Quarters to think of making a Separate Peace, 
but her Majefty on the late Negociation at Paris declar’d 
her Mind fully on this Subjeét. She faid, Her Affairs 
could never be in a worfe Condition than when her Al- 
lies began to exert themielves in her Favour; and there- 
fore fhe would never take advantage from her being in 
better Circumftances by their Means, to do any Thing 
either to their Prejudice, or without their Confent. 
The chief Caufe of the Retreat of the French Army 
into Bavaria, was their being refufed Winter-Quarters in 
Franconia ; and by this Step the War is carried out of 
her Majefty’s Dominions into thofe of her Enemies, 
where at all Events it muft prove ruinous to them. 

Drefden, Nov. 12. Count Efterhafi, who has been 
lately appointed Minifter to this Court by the Queen of 
Hungary, arrived here on the 8th, taking Breflau in his 
Way hither. About Five the next Evening he had an 
Audience of the principal Minifters, which lafted till 
about Eight ; and it was obferved, that no Ambaffador 
ver met with a better Reception, or feemed to have 
more Confidence placed in him than his Excellency.
